The next tax rr-cney that will be received by the city from the coius- 


ty treasurer is due to be pskl next Februar>—the tax money being usu- 
ally turned ever to the city i:» February and August of each year. 


As shewn above. Mayor Hicharason nad 31,012.77 in the Safety 


fund October 1st of this year, with jvhich to pay the wages of the fire- 
men and police during the month of October. November, December and 
January: that is until the nexr tax money is due in February. 


The wages of the police and firemen is about $1,300.00 per mcnih 


and the other expenses in the Safety Department run about $300.00 per 
month. msKing about S'i.eOC.OO per oiorth he will have tc pay cut for 
the next four Tionths. making about $6.000.00 to be paid, and only 
$1,012.77 to pay it with. 


As shown above, the Mayor has S180.S3 in the Service Fund witn 


which to carry on the Service Department during October. November, 
December and Januarv; that is until the next tax money is di-e from 
the county, in February. 


The outlay in the Service Department for street lighting alone is 


about S800.00 per month, ar-d street cleaning, repairs ard all other cut- 
lay in this department runs about $1,000.00 per month, making in ail 
an outlay in tuis department of about S1.800 per month, which for the 
four months of Gct.-bT, November, Deceniber and January, ur.til tlie 
next tax draw, will make about S7,000.00 to pay oat and the" Mayor has 
only $180.93 to pay =t with. It shouid be noted that in his statement 
the Mayor says he is proud of his accomplishment. 


On Oct. 1st 1917, Mayer Richardson had ir. these seven ordinary 


funds $8.221.92. On the same date two years before, that is on Oct. 1st, 
1915, 
when I was rnayar. there was $24.960.41 in these same funds. 


In his statement ir: the papers of Oct. 30th and 31st, the Mavor ssys 


he has $17,000.00 in the treasury and he triumphantly asKS. "Does this 
show a deficit?"' YES, iVR. MAYOR. IT LOOKS LIKE A DEFICIT 
YOU HAVE NOT GOT ENOUGH MONEY IN YOUR GENERAL FUND 
TODAY TO PAY YOUR OWN SALARY—IH LOOKS LIKE YOU 
HAVE HEADED THE CITY STRAIGHT TOWARD BANKRUPTCY. 


In my statements to the cuhlic heretofore I have not included water 


works department rnc!»sy in any of my figures. My figures included the 
seven ordinary funds, that :s: Genera! Funds. Safety Fund. Service 
Fund. Library Fu.id, Health Fund. Cemetery Fund and Hospital Fund, 
but do net include any proceeds of bend sales. 


The Mayor has evidently included the water work's -.oney in his 


statement, and with tMs included he had in fact $17,731.39 on Oct. 1. 
and on the same date two years before, that is on Oct. 1st 191f., before 
my term as mayor eided, there was 370,517.53 ir these seven ordinary 
funds, including the water vvorks money, but not including sny bond 
n-.cney.

THE NEW PUMP A FAILURE 


It will be r«;mernl-^red that Chester & Fleming, of Pittsbu-gh. said 


a new pump was neec'cd at the water works and on their reccrr.menda- 
tion th mayor :s spending $45,030.00 at the pu-np house. 


This imorovsmerst is now completed ?r,d is *re?dy for use. The 


work was all done urder t'ie sucervisu-n of Messrs. Chester & Fleming, 
and several days ago it was t'ied out. Aid it is impracticable ano won't 
work. 


It was run about a d?v and a half and was shut down ber^use it 


took so much fuel the firemen coulc! not keep it going, but the new 
pump has the advan'-sr-e o* o-?wing w.^ster from ihs pit whirc the water 
runs to it and the o'd -jump has to lift t^e v.atsr 17 feet bv air pressure 
before it reaches the pltirge'-s. 


Were the old CUTVSO setting in ths new pit it would probably provide 


sufficien- water with 3Q'"r Ie=s fuel than it now uses. 


It required 50'J- rrore fuel to do the same wort: the oid pump has 


been doing, and the fuei is ccsting SIQ.OOO per year. 


The steam connection were ai- tori down and rebuilt or. another 


plan ana stiil it won't .work and fearing the effect on the election, the 
Service Director has shut it down zi!l after Nov. 6th.

The Mayor -emovej* John Marlon and brought Chester & Fleming 


back and he has sircc paid! them over $4,COO-00. - In his statement th» 
Mayor says he is proud of his accoriclishment.

should be rejected—ir> many pisces the brick are being laid on tns 
ground as nature left it. without adequate gravel foundation—in other 
places the brick arc being Ijid on sandy loam where the sand is com- 
ing up between the bricks and will crevent the tar filler from properly 
binding the bricks together.
